L2-0h) area to the Tunghua (123-57, Ll-L3) -Chian (126-10, Ul—07) area. 

5. In mid-TIovembor approximately 600 nurses and doctors were sent by Communist 
military authorities in Canton to an undetermined area along the Canton- 
Ilankow Railroad. Drafting of doctors and nurses from public and private 
Canton hospitals for service in the Chinese Communist Army was begun in 
early Uovember.

were in the Chingyuan area in mid-November.
